2. The drawings correcting the translation into the English language were received on 29- 
August-2005, and are accepted by the Examiner. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. 

3-1 The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the invention 
described in USP 5,572,710, issued to Asano et al., which discloses emulation hardware which 
is used to accelerate a hardware component. 

3.2 The improvement of the present invention comprises a real time functional replicator of a 
specific integrated circuit, the replicator comprised of a functionally identical processing module 
and separately selectable peripheral hardware implementing one or more digital and/or analog 
functions, which when functionally connected cause the replicator to behave identically to the 
specific integrated circuit. The art of record, either individually or in combination, fails to teach, 
suggest, or render obvious the useful, concrete and tangible functional replicator having 
separately selectable peripheral hardware implementing one or more digital and/or analog 
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functions> having the corresponding structure which is disclosed in the specification and 
equivalents thereof at least at page 4, line 10 through page 8, line 19, and Figures 1-4. In view 
of the foregoing, the claims of the present application are found to be patentable over the prior 
art.
